With regard to the noise experienced Saturday, 4/8/72, on a telephone 
call from Mr. Felt to the Director through the Bureau switchboard, immediately 
following the call in question representatives from the Laboratory working with 
personnel of Files and Communications Division thoroughly checked all of the 
switchboard equipment involved and ascertained that the Bureau switchboard equipment 
was all operating normally and properly. It is noted that when calls are placed to ^ 
the Emerson number at the Directors residence, these calls necessarily have to I 
be routed by telephone company equipment through two separate switching centers, 
namely, the National and the Woodley exchanges. It is concluded that for the call JO 
in question there was probably a temporary malfunction such as a poor contact at ^ 
one of these switching centers. This conclusion is supported by the fact that when ^ 
the call was re-established by the operator the problem did not recur. Similarly, ^ 
subsequent test calls placed to and from the Director's residence through these 
switching centers failed to result in a recurrence. However, the phone company M 
\ rechecking operation of its equipment in an effort to prevent further possible 


jtemporary malfunction, and Laboratory representatives are completing a security^ 
check of the Director's and Mr. Felt's lines. If

It is noted that telephone company representatives have advised us informally 
and confidentially that they are experiencing some increased maintenance problems, 
because of the increasing difficulty in securing and retaining competent maintenance 
personnel. 


ACTION: 


The Laboratory and Files and Communications Divisions will continue to 
impress upon the telephone company the need for the highest possible maintenance 
on the Director’s and other officials’lines; however, it is suggested that if future 
difficulty is experienced on the Emerson line, the trouble possibly may be cleared 
by having the operator re-establish the call over the Emerson line as was done in 
the current instance or the Director may wish to consider going to the direct manual 
extension for the completion of the call or providing any necessary instruction.

A preliminary survey has been conducted at this location 
and a full sweep of the entire area will be made upon completion 
of the survey now being made for the Committee to Re-elect 
President Nixon.

With regard to Mr. Gray's inquiry regarding White House 
security surveys, it is rioted that many years ago we were asked 
to conduct security surveys at the White House on occasion. In 
recent years, the White House has established its own security 
detail to conduct its own sweeps. However, we have, in one or 
two instances, made checks of limited areas under unusual con¬ 
ditions and upon specific request. For example, approximately 
two years ago, a survey was conducted of Doctor Kissinger's 
Office at his request.

Mr. Gray also inquired as to what we know concerning 
wiretaps made by the Metropolitan Police Department. Except as 
set out below, to the best of our knowledge the Bureau is not 
advised concerning wiretaps placed by the Metropolitan Police. 

The Domestic Intelligence Division, the General Investigative 
Division, and the Special Investigative Division have been 
contacted and they report that they are not normally advised by 
Metropolitan Police concerning wiretaps installed by the police. 
Washington Field Office was also contacted and SAC Kunkel advised 
that no formal notification procedure exists? however, that on 
occasions involving Title III wiretaps by Metropolitan Police, a 
police department representative may advise informally a 
supervisor in Washington Field as a matter of coordination.

In connection with above and as background, this security survey 
was predicated on a request by the Attorney General, who has recently 
been receiving a large number of nuisance calls on his unpublished 
telephone number at his residence.

Pursuant to a request from Mr. W, H. Joy, Chief, 
General Services, Department of Justice, relayed through 
Assistant Director V/alters, a security survey was made on

■ I. Security Officer 

There should be a security officer employed who will 
have complete authority and responsibility for security of the 
premises and the enforcement of security regulations. This 
security officer should also be responsible for the key control, 
lock maintenance and for the setting up and changing of combina- 
/ J [~tion locks. 

^ II. Guard Force 


A 24-hour guard should be maintained in the office 


space. 


III. Floor Plan I 

A partition with a single/steel door should be erected 
at point A and a partition with double steel doors should be 
erected at point B. These doors should be dead-bolted from the 
inside at the top and bottom using slide bolts of good quality. 
They should be further secured by steel bars on the inside.

This doorway will be used at all times by employees and visitors 
to the premises. The west wall of this room (H) should be moved 
back to enlarge the entrance room. This room will be occupied 
by the guard and will also serve as a waiting room for visitors. 
The doorway at point D should be walled up. Entrance to this 
room may be gained by cutting a door into the wall E or the wall 
F. 


* The fire door, point G, leading to the stairwell should 
be secured by a sliding dead bolt mounted on the inside surface. 


'The lock to the mechanical room, point J, should be 
changed and the key to this room maintained by the guard or security 
officer.

& ■ /< ^> All locks should be master keyed to permit security 
inspection of the premises by the guard or security force,

IX, Areas Above Drop-Ceiling 

A space of approximately X3 M exists between the drop¬ 
ceiling and the concrete floor above and along the common v/all 
areas mentioned above. Access can be gained into premises from 
space of Grocery Manufacturers of America, Inc., by lifting out 
acoustical ceiling tiles. This same access route would also 
facilitate audio penetration. 

Critical areas above drop-ceiling should be protected 
by alarm system.

Security surveys of the telephone lines at residences of the Director, 
Associate Director, Deputy Associate Directors, and Assistant Directors have 
been carried out by the Radio Engineering Section since 1952. Security surveys 
are done in three phases: (1) on a quarterly basis all access points of the telephone 
line between the central office and the residence are examined (2) on a semiannual 
basis all central office terminals of the telephone service are examined on telephone 
company premises and outside lines are again checked and (3) on an annual basis 
all telephone instruments in the residences of persons included in this survey are 
examined and all outside line appearances are rechecked, except that this is 
performed semiannually for the Director. 


Policy changes within the telephone company now require their personnel fv"'j 
to accompany Bureau personnel on any security survey of this type, excluding j { J 
checking the telephone service in the residence. This change necessitates that 
specific appointments be made with telephone company,personnel which, in turn, 
[results in substantially increased time spent by Bureau persomiel in performing 
these security surveys. In addition, as a result of new policy, the telephone 
company is now quite reluctant to permit entry into their central office by Bureau 
personnel. * 


At the present time this, security survey program requires approximately 
104 man days of two Special Agent Supervisors of the Laboratory. It is felt with the 
increase in security on the part of the telephone company and the technical 
complexity of the modern day telephone system that a change should be.instituted ' ‘ 
in this security program. The most vulnerable and accessible location for any 
type of compromise of an individuals telephone service still exists at the residence 
where the telephone line is accessible and can be identified., It would appear that this 
security survey program would be most productive for time expended if concentrated 
at residences.
